It is 
comparatively easy with the assistance of Dame Nature to pro- 
duce unlawful quantities of alcohol, but chemistry “has thrown many 
difficulties in the way of purifying fermented and distilled liquids. 

To look at the ignorant, unskilled sort of men the courts 
call up on charges of moonshiming ought to be to realize the fu- 
tility of purchasing safe liquor. In the old days, legitimate whisky 
industry spent millions safeguarding its product, hired the highest 
class of chemists to evolve new processes and guide the old. And 
they were forced to admit that man could not find a way to beat 
nature. The best whiskey was always;the oldest whiskey, aged by 
tedious methods in casks, agitated gently to eliminate the poisons. 
The sight of any of the prisoners convicted of making white mule 
ought to be final proof that none of them are skilled enough tc 
make safe beverages. ; 

We demand great purity in our food. A little sturn or impurity 
causes us to fire a dish of food back to the kitchen. Yet hoy little 
does the average drinker question the methods of the man who 
makes his illicit drink? ; 

No man except he be highly trained and possessed of a great 
variety of costly apparatus can make whiskey these days. And 
the bootlegger is in too big a hurry to get his product in the hands 
‘‘of the consumer and his profit in the bank, to care very:-much about 
the perfection of his wates. And judging the whole class of boot- 
leggers and moonshiners by those who pass before the courts, not 
a man.-jack of them has sense enough to make a drink fit for 
the fastidious stomach. 

In nature there is a thin dividing line between fermentation 
and putrefaction. It takes a scientist to keep a sugar compound 
fermenting without rotting. That is why distilleries have to have 
such highly trained experts and such expensive machinery. 

If the patron of the bootlegger would stop to think, reflect 
on these matters, the patronage would fall off a whole lot.
